I have your letter of January 18, and must apologize to 
you about the lack of news clippings in regard to the several 
matters you are interested in.

I saw him on TV the other night 
with two of his piers, Melvin Belli and Kunsler. I must say that 
he was quite self-assured, but obviously showing his age. I 
suppose the charges stemming out of the wire tap are still 
current, but since everybody else was disposed of in this case, I 
presume his will never be heard.
